Since 1981 the New England Voyagers pro- 
gram has introduced fifth graders from 
Reading, Massachusetts to the collections of 
the Peabody Museum. An educational col- 
laboration between the Museum and the 
Reading Public Schools, the project is rooted 
in Reading’s strong tradition of interdiscipli- 
nary education and is inspired by the 
Museums multifaceted collections. Utilizing 
the Maritime collection, fifth graders begin

a voyage of the imagination into New Eng- 
land’s seafaring past, recreating the voyages 
of the Salem whalers in the Pacific and of the 
trade ships in the Far East. Guided by 
Museum staff, students have opportunities 
to sing sea chanteys, wear kimonos or play 
Hawaiian percussion instruments. Sketching 
and writing solidify their impressions which 
are then transformed into works of visual 
art, writing and musical performance under 
the direction of art, music and classroom 
teachers. 

Voyager directors Mary Malloy of the 
Peabody and Susan Wheltle, director of Art 
for the Reading Public Schools, are so en- 
thusiastic about the success of their project 
that they have established similar coopera- 
tive exchange programs with and between 
schools and museums in other countries. 
Funded in part by a Cultural Resources Grant 
from the Massachusetts Council for the Arts 
and Humanities, their objectives are to 
demonstrate the concept of cooperation 
between museums and schools and to con- 
tinue the tradition of discovery through 
cultural exchange. 

Reading school children send autobiog- 
raphies and artwork describing their every- 
day lives to fifth graders in Hawaii, Japan 
and China, who send back similar corres- 
pondence. Examples of the art created 
through this exchange will be exhibited at 
the Museum beginning June 1, and at the 
public schools and public library in Reading. 


CHINESE EXPORT ART: 
HIGHLIGHTS OF A 
PRIVATE COLLECTION 





Some 55 objects drawn from an important 
private collection will be exhibited at the 
Museum beginning in May. Chinese Export 
Art comprises several areas, among them 
furniture, silver, paintings and precious 
objects. Most are 18" century. The majority 
were created for the British market, al- 
though the collection includes a few objects 
from the early 19" century, manufactured 
for the American trade. 

“Each item of the collection is remarka- 
ble,” says Crosby Forbes, Curator of Asian 
Export Art. “The single most striking compo- 
nent is the furniture collection, which may 
be the most important gathering of Chinese 
export furniture in private hands.” Examples 
include avery early toilet mirror with slant 
top bureau, c. 1720, in Cantonese enamel 
with rose palette decoration. Among several 
distinctive articles of gentlemen’s furniture 
are acamphorwood clothes press anda 
chest of drawers of rare Asian rosewood. 
One of the most unusual pieces is an early 
19th century Chinese tea merchant's sample

In 1984 Congress authorized a study of col- 
lections care needs in American museums, 
which included site visits to twelve 
museums, the Peabody among them. 

The results were summarized in an 
October, 1985 article in Museum News, a 
publication of the American Association of 
Museums. A sobering review cites in- 
adequate storage facilities, improper care, 
insufficient attention to object care and 
inadequate funding as widespread problems 
of museums nationwide. The Peabody, 
however, is one of a few medium size 
museums credited with a leadership role in 
improved collections management. The 
Museum has installed climate control 
throughout its storage areas, still unusual 
elsewhere. Its inventory and cataloguing 
procedures are more advanced than those 
of other museums of similar size, and it is

one of the few institutions to make collec- 
tions management a major strategic goal. 
Here, the commitment to improved care is 
embodied in the Master Plan drawn up by 
the Long Range Planning Committee of the 
Board of Trustees. Finally, the Museum has 
made conservation support a major develop- 
ment goal. 

“In part, the Peabody was chosen for 
the study because we do have a head start in 
this area,” says Conservator Will Phippen. 
“Our peers believe that we have our act 
together, and the study confirms that.” 
Although the study placed emphasis on the 
need to build up paid staff, Phippen is quick 
to point out the role volunteers have played 
in the Museum’s collections care program. 
“Our volunteers have given much of the 
labor, technical skill and imagination which 
have made our plans a reality,” he says. 





RECENT 





The Maritime History Department has re- 
ceived a remarkable document, a list of 
British prisoners of war received on board 
the Salem ship Perseverance during the War 
of 1812, bound to Halifax for exchange with 
American prisoners. The document brings 
to light an unknown episode in the vessel's 
career. 

The 241 ton Perseverance, second of 
that name, was built at Salem in 1809. Until 
1824 her principal owner was Captain 
Richard Wheatland, among the earliest 
members of the East India Marine Society. 
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ACCESSIONS 


The Society, founded in 1799, began the 
collection of “natural and artificial 
curiosities” which has grown into the pre- 
sent Peabody Museum of Salem. The vessel 
evidently continued to trade beyond the 
Capes after the Wheatland interest ended, 
and she was condemned at Madagascar in 
1627; 

The document is the gift of Mr. and 
Mrs. Walter W. Patten, Jr., in recognition of 
the nearly two centuries of service given to 
the Museum by the Wheatland family. 
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An anonymous donor has generously given 
the Museum a rare and exceptional Qian- 
long dressing bureau in ivory, dating to the 
late 18th century. The bureau is deeply 
carved with Chinese plant and landscape 
motifs, and decorated upon the crest with a 
later portrait medallion of Queen Victoria. 

Reputedly the piece was commissioned 
by Warren Hastings (1732 -1818), first Gover- 
nor General of India, c.1773. Hastings has 
been called the founder of the British system 
of civil administration in India. His career 
was marked by actions which remain con- 
troversial to this day. On his resignation 
from office in 1785 Hastings was impeached, 
at the instigation of opponents, for corrup- 
tion and cruelty. He was acquitted after a 
seven year trial, the longest in British history, 
but the defense had ruined him. 






Home to many Hawaiian artifacts, The 
Museum has become home to a living 
Hawaiian treasure, Ruth Hanner. Born in the 
islands “something more than 80” years 
ago, she has travelled here every other year 
for the past three decades. “I’m the cat who 
always comes back,” Hanner says. Recently 
she has moved permanently to Salem and 
on most days is found in the Museum's 
Phillips Library. It is, says Hanner, “a haven 
and a most benevolent scholastic atmos- 
poelers 

Why should a person born and raised 
in the blissful climate of Hawaii choose the 
short summers and long winters of Salem? 
The answer lies in Hanner’s 30 year passion, 
researching ancient Hawaiian petroglyphs, 
designs and pictures carved in the islands’ 
volcanic rock. Many of the petroglyphs 
represent traditional themes of Hawaiian 
folklore: aman with hook and line, for 
example, may allude to the god Maui, who 
“fished up” islands. Others are quite distinc- 
tive and bear no apparent relevance to 
Hawaiian myth. In many of these Hanner 
sees evidence of visits to the islands by per- 
sons of other cultures, contacts which she 
believes may predate the arrival of the 
Hawaiians. Driven by this fascination, Han- 
ner has literally crawled over vast lava fields, 
taking notes, photographs and rubbings of 
thousands of petroglyphs. 

There are, she contends, resemblances 
between some Hawaiian petroglyphs and

elements from Egyptian, Chinese and Indian 
myth and writing. These theories, Hanner 
acknowledges, have not found a ready re- 
ception among scholars. 

Perhaps the least controversial of Han- 
ner’s views is that Asian vessels may have 
chanced upon the Hawaiian Islands in the 
past. During the 19" century there were 
documented instances of storm-driven 
Japanese vessels arriving in the islands with 
survivors on board. The evidence for earlier, 
similar Asian visits, Hanner believes, is writ- 
ten in the Hawaiian stone. 

In the Phillips Library, with her own 
archive of petroglyph rubbings and the 
library’s extensive Hawaiian collection, Ruth 
Hanner is preparing her research for publica- 
tion. Although the controversy over her 
theories is likely to continue, her lively pre- 
sence is an enriching experience to the 
Museum.
